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COMMERICAL TRIPLE NET LEASE 

THIS COMMERCIAL TRIPLE NET LEASE (this “Lease”) is made and entered into as 
of the 1** day of January, 2012, by and b^ween TRIPLE H REAL ESTATE, LLC, a W^t 
Virginia limited liability company (hereinaiter referred to as the "Landlord"), and 
REVELATION ENERGY, LLC, Kentucky limited liability company (hereinafter referred to as 
the "Tenant"). 


1. Premises. Landlord hereby demises and leases to Tenant and Tenant hereby 
accepts and leases from Landlord, for the term and iqion the terms and conditions hereinafter set 
forth, that portion of the property and improvements thereon, located at 1051 Main Street, 
Milton, West Virginia, and currently used and occupied by Tenant, being a portion of the 
property described in die Quitclaim Deed of record in the Office of the Clerk of the County 
Commission of Cabell County, West Virginia in Deed Book No. 1209 beginning at Page No. 410 
(hereinafter referred to as the "Premises"). 

2- Term . The term of this Lease shall be for a period of twelve months (12) 
commencing on January 1, 2012 and ending at 11:59 p.m. on December 31, 2012, both dates 
inclusive, unless sooner terminated as hereinafter provided or unless renewed as hereinafter 
provided. Thereafter, this Lease shall automatically be renewed on a month-to-month basis until 
either Landlord or Tenant notifies the other party, in writing, of its desire to terminate this Lease. 

3. Rent , For each month this Lease remains in effect. Tenant shall pay to Landlord, 
as rental for the occupation and use of the Premises, a monthly rental of Six Thousand Eight 
Hundred Dollars ($6,800). For each year after December 31, 2012, rent shdl increase by Two 
Hundred Dollars ($200) per month from the monthly rent amount applicable during the 
preceding calendar year. 

4. Utilities . As additional consideration. Tenant shall pay, directly to the 
appropriate supplier, the cost of all utilities supplied to the Premises used or consumed on the 
Premises, induding (but not limited to) water, gas, electric, phone and ^rbage service. 

5. Ad Valorem Taxes. Landlord shall pay all real estate taxes as well as all fire 
service, municipal and related fees, levied, assessed or imposed upon the Premises as indicated. 
for each calend^ year during this Lease. 

5. Improvements to Premises. Tenant may, after first having obtained the written 
consent of Landlord, which consent may be withheld for any reason in Landlord's sole 
discretion, at Tenant’s sole cost, make whatever improvements to the Premises from time to time, 
or at any time, as may be necessary for the Tenant’s intended use; provided however, in no event 
shall such improvements materially depreciate the value of the Premises. All such improvements 
shall, at the option of Landlord, become a part of the Premises and the sole property of Landlord 
upon the termination of this Lease. 

7 . namgfre hy Fire or Other Casualty. If the Premises are destroyed or damaged, 
in whole or in part by ftre or other casualty, either party shall have the option to terminate this

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Lease upon written notice, such notice to be given within thirty (30) days after such fire or other 
casualty. 


8. Twdeiniiifv . Tenant during the tenn of this Lease wilUndemnify Landlord against 
and hold Landlord harmless from all claims, demands and/or causes of action including all costs, 
expenses and attorneys fees of Landlord incident thereto for (1) injury to or death of any person 
or loss of or damage to any property, including the Premises, (2) failure by Tenant to perform 
any covenant required to be performed by Tenant hereunder, (3) feilure to comply with any 
requir^ents of any governmental autihority, (4) any mechanic's lien or security agreement filed 
against the Premises, any equipment therein or any materials used in the construction or 
alteration of any building or improvement thereon, where such claims, demands, and/or causes of 
action arise from or are incidental to the use of the Premises by Tenant, its officers, agents, 
servants, employees and/or invitees. 

9. Insurance. Tenant agrees that it will, at its cost and expense, obtain and keep 
in force and effect in the names of both Landlord and Tenant, as their respective interests may 
appear, general liability insurance against any and all claims for personal injury or property 
damage occurring in, upon or about the Premises during the term of this Lease. 

10. Surrender of Possession. Upon expiration or termination of this Lease, Tenant 
shall surrender possession of the Premises immediately to Landlord. 

11. Manner of Use. Tenant shall not cause or permit the Premises to be used in any 
way that constitutes a material violation of any law, ordinance or governmental regulation or 
order. 


12. Default 

(a) Tenant shall be deemed to be in default hereunder ("Default") if: 

(i) Tenant shall fail to make any payment due hereunder, and such a 
failure shall continue unremedied for a period of ten (10) days from receipt by Tenant of written 
notice thereof fix>m Landlord; or 

(ii) Tenant shall fail to perform or observe any other condition or 
agreement to be performed or observed by it hereunder, and such failure shall continue 
unremedied for a period of thirty (30) days after written notice thereof to Tenant by Landlord 
(provided, however, that if such failure cannot be remedied within said thirty (30) day period. 
Tenant shall not be in default hereunder so long as Tenant commences reasonable efforts to 
effect such remedy within the thirty (30) day pmod and diligently pursues such efforts to their 
completion).

(b) In the event of a Default, Landlord shall have the ri^t, at Landlord's

(i) Landlord shall have the right, as soon as said cancellation is 
effective, to re-enter the Premises, and to re-let the same for such price and such terms as may be 
immediately available, which may be less than or exceed the period which would otherwise have 
constituted the balance of the then existing teim of this Lease; and 

(ii) Tenant shall remain liable for any deficiency between the rents 
and additional rents (utilities, etc.) to be paid under this Lease and the net amount (net after legal 
expenses, attorney fees, broker fees and costs of putting and keeping the Premises in good order) 
of ttie rents and additional rents to be collected on account of such re-letting. The failure of fee 
Landlord to re-let the Premises or any part thereof shall not release T«iant or affect its liability 
for the deficiency. 

(d) Failure of Landlord to exercise any right granted in this Paragraph shall 
not be construed as a waiver of fee right and no indulgence by Landlwd shall be construed as a 
waiver of any ri^t herein granted. 

13 , Unenforceabilitv or Invalidity. The parties hereto intend all provisions of this 
Lease to be enforced to fee fullest extent permitted by law. Accordingly, should a court of 
competent jurisdiction determine feat fee scope of any provision is too broad to be enforced as 
written, the parties intend that the court should reform the provision to such narrower scope as it 
determines to be enforceable. If, however, any provision of this Lease is held to be illegd, 
invalid, or unenforceable under present or foture law, such provision shall be folly severable; this 
Lease shall be construed and enforced as if such illegal, invalid or unenforceable provision were 
never a part hereof; and fee remaining provisions of this Lease shall remain in foil force and 
effect and shall not be affected by the illegal, invalid or unenforceable provision or by its 
severance, excq)t to the extent sudi remaining provisions constitute obligations of another party 
to this Le^e corresponding to the unenforceable provision. 

14 , Sublease or Assignment . Tenant shall not assign, transfer, mortgage, or 
pledge this Lease and will not sublet the Premises or any part thereof without first obtaining fee 
Landlord's written consent, which consent may be withheld for any reason in Landlord's sole 
discretion. 
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15 , Successors and Assifins. This Agreement shall be binding upon and inure to the 
benefit of the parties hereto and their respective offices, directors, shardholders, employees, 
attorneys, agents, subsidiaries, affiliates, personal representatives, descendants, heirs, 
predecessors, successors and assigns. 

16, rinvflnihipr Law and Venue. This Agreement shall be governed by, and 
construed in accordance with, the laws of the State of West Virginia, 

17. Amgnrtiwent . This Lease may not be amended or modified except by means of 8 
written agreement duly signed and executed by Landlord and Tenant. 

18 . TT.nrtrft Agreement . This Lease contains the entire understanding between the 
parties with respect to the matters contained herein, and supersedes all previous agreements or 
rq>iesent8tions, either oral or written, heretofore in effect between the parties made with respect 
to the matter contained, and when duly executed, constitutes the entire agreement between the 
parties. 


19. Short Form of Lease . This Lease shall not be recorded. Either Landlord 
or Tenant shall, upon the request of the other, execute, acknowledge and deliver to the other a 
"short form” memorandum of this Lease for recording purposes. 

20. Waiver of Covenant . Failure of either party to require strict performance by the 
other party of any of the covenants, provisions or conditions of this Lease, on one or more 
occasions, diall not constitute a waiver by such party of the right thereafter to require strict 
compliance with said covenants, provisions and conditions.
